Mr. Patton 
has been city manager at Morganton, 
N. C., for the last three years and has 
made a splendid record in his posi- 
tion. He is a graduate of North Caro- 
lina A. & M. college and is a civil en- 
gineer 


Mr. Fullerton will continue to serve 


as temporary city manager until the 
•arrival of Mr. Patton to take over the 
work.

CapL P. St. J. Wilson, chief en- 


gineer of the bureau of public roads, 
and Mr. Bishop, chief inspector for 
the bureau of public roads, both of 
Washington, D. C., accompanied by 
District Engineer A. E. Loder, with 
headquarters in Montgomery, Ala., in 
charge of all federal aid road con- 
struction in this territory, arrived in 
New Smyrna yesterday afternoon and 
spent the mgh.t here. They were also 
accompanied by Major Charles 
A. 


Brown, chief engineer of the state 
road department, and Mr. Morrison, 
senior highway engineer of the bureau 
of public loads for the state of Florida. 
The party is making an inspection of 
federal aid roads in the state of Flor- 
ida and is making the first part of the 
inspection trip down the East Coast. 


They came to New Smyrna to meet 


H. U. Bonnet, who has been division 
engineer for the third division of the 
state under the state road department 
up to lie first of the year, and Mr. 
Bonnet will accompany the party on 
the trip down the coast, leaving this 
morning. 


The party will make a thorough in- 


spection of the Dixie highway as far 
south as Miami, the federal depart- 
ment representatives being particular- 
ly interested in the treated rock roads 
in the south part of the state. Re- 
turning from the trip down the coast 
the party will go to other parts of the 
state and make a thorough inspection 
of the federal aid work being carried 
on in all parts of Florida.

MORE SCHOOL ROOM MUST 


BE PROVIDED NEXT YEAR 


improvements and Enlargement* in the Railroad Yard* and 


Shopi Will Bring in Many Pupih to Be Taken Car* 


of in the Local School tye*t Y«jar 


That some provision most be made 


for more room for tbe public schools 
in New Smyrna before tbe beginning 
ot another school year, is one of ths 
moat important matters facing the 
people of the New Smyrna school 
district at this time. Unless aach 
provision is made the local la In dan- 
ger ot losing its standing on the list 
of accredited high schools, for which 
the patrons of the school hare worked 
so hard and obtained. 


At the present time the New Smyr- 


na high school is listed as one of the 
best 36 high schools in tbe state of 
Florida and one of the best 500 high 
schools in the 13 southern states. 


Conditions in the public school 


building this year are too crowded 
lor the most effectual work to be done 
by teachers and pupils and several 
rearrangements have been necessary 
to relieve conditions as much as pos- 
sible. One of the shifts has been to 
place the domestic science department 
in the old residence building on-the 
river front portion of the school lo,t 
and at the present time some of the 
grades have too large an enrollment 
for one teacher to handle effectively. 


The 
improvements and 
chnages 


planned in the railroad shops and 
yards in this city to be made during 
the coming year, will bring in the 
neighborhood of 200 more children of 
school age into the city to attend the 


public schools by the beginning of the 
next school year. It may be figured 
that from 6fl'to-76'of these pnpila will 
be In the high school department, and 
that department is too crowded now. 


The situation must be faced. 
Ad' 


ditional room must be provided and 
just how this problem is to be met is 
now puzzling the local trustees. 


Eventually it means another school 


building must be erected and the 
sooner this building is ready the quick- 
er the problem will be solved in a 
permanent 
way. 
Fortunately, the 


ground purchased at the time the 
present building was erected is suf- 
ficiently large to permit the erection 
of another building and the ultimate 
solution of the problem will probably 
be the erection of a new high schoo' 
building facing on the river on che 
same tract and the present structure 
will be used for the grades. 


In a short talk to the board of trade 


at its meeting Wednesday evening, 
Dr. Jos. Homer, state inspector of 
high schools, who had just arrived 
here for the purpose of inspecting 
the local high school, called attention 
of the board of trade members to : e 
condition 
of the 
school from the 


standpoint ot lack of room, and also 
from the standpoint of what we must 
facp by the beginning of another year, 
and advised that some definite action 
be taken at once to insure additional 
room for the coming school year.

That (to Florida East Coast rail- 


road is aniioas to make some definite 
arTang9,m,e.nt with the city of New 
Smyrna for supplying electric current 
for the use of the company in thi-i 
city and'thit tha raljro^d company 
would like 'to have the service start- 
ed ts soon aa it can be started, is in- 
dicated in a jronoaition received by 
the city commission this week from 
J. P. Beckwith, vice president and 
general manager for the railroad. 


The improvements and changes to 


be made by the railroad company at 
this plaea have been started and wilt 
be continued and increased as repid'y 
as possible under the increased traf- 
fic conditions this winter. The im- 
provements will be carried on to a 
greater le-xtent next summer, after 
the rush of winter business is over. 


The railroad company 
wants 
to 


know definitely what the city can and 
will do in the way of supplying elec- 
tric current, so that their plans along 
the line of future developments can 
be made accordingly. 
The present 


plans of the railroad company call for 
equipping their new shops and pow T 
plants with electrically 
driven ma- 


chinery, as well as supplying current 
for lighting purposes, and handling the 
pumping of water at 
the company 


wells west of the city, providing satis- 
factory arrangements cati be made 
with the city for supplying a suffi- 
cient amount of current. 
If such an 


arrangement can not be mad0 with 
the city the company will plau for the 
erection of an electrical plant in con- 
nection with their other 
improve 


ments. 


The proposition submitted by Mr 


Beckwith for the railroad company is 
to pay the city 5c per k. w. for all cur- 
rent consumed up to 14,000 k. w. per 
month, which he estimates will be 
about the amount which the company 
will use at the start. The proposition 
calls for a sliding scale of pri?es to 
be paid for current, the price being 
reduced as the amount consumed is 
increased. The company proposes 'o 
pav 6c per k. w. up to 14.000 k. w. 
month: 4 3-4c per k. w. up to 25,000 
per uionh; 4c up to 35.000 per month 
and 3 3-4c for all over 50,000 per 
month. 


The proposition was submitted to 


the city commission a a called meet- 
ing held Monday afternoon, but no 
definite action was taken by the com- 
mission at that time, except to instruct 
Mr Gates to prepare a definite esti- 
mate of the cost to the city of pro- 
ducing and delivering 
the 
electric 


current at the present time. 
When 


these figures are submitted to the 
commission a definite action on the 
proposition Irom the railroad will be 
taken

for more room for tbe public schools 
in New Smyrna before tbe beginning 
ot another school year, is one of ths 
moat important matters facing the 
people of the New Smyrna school 
district at this time. Unless aach 
provision is made the local la In dan- 
ger ot losing its standing on the list 
of accredited high schools, for which 
the patrons of the school hare worked 
so hard and obtained. 


At the present time the New Smyr- 


na high school is listed as one of the 
best 36 high schools in tbe state of 
Florida and one of the best 500 high 
schools in the 13 southern states. 


Conditions in the public school 


building this year are too crowded 
lor the most effectual work to be done 
by teachers and pupils and several 
rearrangements have been necessary 
to relieve conditions as much as pos- 
sible. One of the shifts has been to 
place the domestic science department 
in the old residence building on-the 
river front portion of the school lo,t 
and at the present time some of the 
grades have too large an enrollment 
for one teacher to handle effectively. 


The 
improvements and 
chnages 


planned in the railroad shops and 
yards in this city to be made during 
the coming year, will bring in the 
neighborhood of 200 more children of 
school age into the city to attend the 


I 


public schools by the beginning of the 
next school year. It may be figured 
that from 6fl'to-76'of these pnBila will 
be In the high school department, and 
that department is too crowded naw. 


The situation must be faced.

ditional room must be provided and 
just how this problem is to be met is 
now puzzling the local trustees. 


Eventually it means another school 


building must be erected and the 
sooner this building is ready th« quick- 
er the problem will be solved in a 
permanent way. Fortunately, the 
ground purchased at the time the 
present building was erected is suf- 
ficiently large to permit the erection 
of another building and the ultimate 
solution of the problem will probably 
be the erection of a new high schoo' 
building facing on the river on che 
same tract and the present structure 
will be used for the grades.

FOR ELECTRIC SERVICE 


PROPOSITION TO TAKE CURRENT 


PROM 
MUNICIPAL 
PLANT 
IS 


SUBMITTED TO THE CITY COM- 


MISSION. 


« Florida East Coast rail- 


road is inxioaa to make some definite 
ai^ngfj^nt .with the city of New 
Smyrna for supplying electric current 
for the use of the company in thi-j 
city »nd that tjbe raljro^d company 
would like 'to have the service start- 
ed ts soon aa it can be started, is in- 
dicated in a proposition received by 
ie city commission this week from 
J. P. Beckwith, vice president and 
general manager for the railroad. 


The improvements and changes to 


be made by the railroad company at 
this plaoa have been started and will 
be continued and increased as repidly 
as possible under the increased traf- 
fic conditions this winter. The im- 
provements will be carried on to a 
greater le-xtent next summer, after 
the rush of winter business is over. 


The railroad company 
wants 
to 


know definitely what the city can and 
will do in the way of supplying elec- 
tric current, so that their plans along 
the line of future developments can 
be made accordingly. 
The present 


plans of the railroad company call for 
equipping their new shops and pow T 
plants with electrically 
driven ma- 


chinery, as well as supplying current 
for lighting purposes, and handling the 
pumping of water at 
the company 


wells west of the city, providing satis- 
factory arrangements cati be made 
with the city for supplying a suffi- 
cient amount of current. 
If such an 


arrangement can not be mad° with 
the city the company will plau for the 
erection of an electrical plant in con- 
nection with their other 
improve 


ments. 


The proposition submitted by Mr 


Beckwith for the railroad company is 
to pay the city 5c per k. w. for all cur- 
rent consumed up to 14,000 k. w. per 
month, which he estimates will be 
about the amount which the company 
will use at the start. The proposition 
calls for a sliding scale of pri?es to 
be paid for current, the price being 
reduced as the amount consumed is 
increased. The company proposes 'o 
pav 6c per k. w. up to 14.000 k. w. 
month: 4 3-4c per k. w. up to 25,000 
per moiih; 4c up to 35.000 per month 
and 3 3-4c for all over 50,000 per 
month. 


The proposition was submitted to 


the city commission a a called meet- 
ing held Monday afternoon, but no 
definite action was taken by the com- 
mission at that time, except to instruct
